That's What Councilman Keller Says
He Believes That the City Should
Agree to Pay Contractors Instead
of Giving Them the “Amount Ac-
tunlly Collected''—8ays That at
Present Contractors Bid High Be-
cnuse of the Difleulty Met with in
Negotiating Estimates,

the result of remwarks made at
last Thuraday nlght's moeting of the
common councll by Luther Koller, |t
i probable that some method will he
deviged fn the near future by which
the payment of city enginecr's estl-
mates furnished Lo sewer contractors
may be guaranteed by the clity.

Asls well known all sewer contractors
are pald by monthly estimates fuy-
nished by the elty engineer, The Inttay
eslimates the amount of work done
on the sewesr within the month and
flgures up Just how mueh the conteac=
tor Ia entitled to at contract priee for
that work., From thig amount Is sub-
tracted the city's share of the cost and
ten per cent. extra, which ten per cent,
is retained until the entlre sewer (s
constructed.

Thig estimate is fret approved hy the
elty engineer and mugt then be ap-
proved by both councils and the mayor,
It is then glven to the contractor but
i iIn the majority of Instances, ag My,
Keller sald, pactically a worthless blir
of paper for all present  purposcs,
simply becanse the contractor is gen-
erally unable to negotiate it save at &
ruinous rate of interest,

A RECENT CASFE,

This meang a great deal to a con-
tractor who hasn't got very much cap-
Ital and many of them have been often-
times reduced to very dire stralts be-
fore they could obtain any money on
theler estimates. A recent illustration
of this wns the Gibbons case. M, J,
(itbhone is the contractor for the
Sevanton =2ireet sewer and he was re-
contly unable for a number of weeks
o raise sufficlent money on his esti-
mutes to even pay hig men,

The pay roll had run up to over $5.000
and Mr. Gibbong wos unable to raise
any funds. After being besieged for o
time hy his employes he finally sue-
wended, after a great deal of difficulty,
I horrowing money on hig esthnates
but was ohliged to dizscount them at
six per cent,

Six per cent. means a very big hole
in a man’s profite especially when com-
petition g0 close ag it s among
sewer contractors just at present. Mr.
Keller savs thal he is convineed that
each and every gewer contractor who
blde on work in this clty adds from
fiftern tn twenty per cent. more on his
hid than he would If the city guaran-
teod the eztimates, This may be a lit-
Lle hit high but the general coneensus
of apinion is thut o greal deal of money
could be saved if the elty guarantesd
the payvment of the (ol faee value of
the estimates nendeched by fr,

Lowmngd be uonddersiom] that the payv-
ment of these estimntos s dorived feom
the sewer assessmonts paid into the
city wreasurer’s oflice by Lhe property
nwnees along the line of the sewer bo-
Ing comstructed, Al gewer ordinances
